The essence of morality has nat 
been subjected to any important. 
amendment at the ‘hands of Mr. Mc- 
Grath, nor has his dd career widened 
the narrow path to any perceptible 
degree. However, there is in his oda 
methods a certain amount of zeal and 
persistence which works with 
certain of his hearers to good advan- 
tage. We were always inclined to 
believe, however, that the most ear- 
nest religious teachers were the quiet, 
unassuming, patient men, who were 
anxious to escape notice themselves 
and turn the praiseworthy portiops of 
their lives over to the cause which 
they served. The quiet teacher al- 
ways governs his pupils. Every great 
and immutable law, both of nature 
and morality, works quietly; their 
function is not sound making, and 
when an occasional phenomenon re- 
sults it will generally be accompanied 
by danger. May not this apply to 
the teachers of these laws? 


The Cash Value. 


Our assessor will notice that under 


the new law providing Revenues for 4 


the State, all property is to be asses- 
sed at its cash value. That such a 
law can not be perfect in its operation 
we all know; but there are many par- 
ticulars in which the system of assess- 
ment in this county has been faulty. 
We do not regard it as an error of in- 
tention with former assessors, ..but 
rather ascribe it to the force ef pre- 
cedent. Precedent can not operate 
against expressed law, and hence we 
are encouraged to hope that during 
the present year the burden of taxa- 
tion will be more justly distributed. 
Every man is in honor bound to giye 


in his property at its market value, 


but if assessors trust te this obligation 
they will find a queer result upon 
looking over their rolls. ‘There is 
also a tendency to make poor men be 
honest and allow the wealthy to make 
their own choice. This has even ex- 
tended as far as the Legislature, and 
as it is munifestly unjust we look for 
a more equitable law. . The assessor 
can, without transcending his favors, 
place all property in this county upon 
its actual cash value, and thereby 
many errors will be corrected and the 
assessment roll will be an equal divi- 
sion of the county expense among her 


citizens.
